Several recep- 
tions were gu-eu him by Mexican offi- 
cials und he was entertained during his 
stay iii the City of Mexico by Presi- 
dent Diaz, with whom he had a number 
of conferences ou tbe silver question. 


Ttie Senator says Mexico is more 


p-ospcrous than ever before under the 
c >iuage laws now in force. The coin- 
age of silver is frep at the mints and 
silver is a legal tender. This system, 
the authorities say, will not be changed 
though other countries might abandon 
the use of silver for monetiiry purposes. 
The officials and members of the upper 
classes in Mexico havea very intelligent 
understanding of tbe money question 
in this country. 
They believe the 


United States will, in the end, be com- 
piled to put silver on an equality with 
gold n"<i that u, great mistake was made 
in clo-iijj the mints to silver. 


iMoxico gives to silver all the func- 


tions of money. It is coined at the 
miuty, and when, so coined is a legal 
tender for all debts. The State does 
not concern itself about what London 
gold dealers think of its financial sys- 
tsm; the fact th,.t it answers all the re- 
quirements of the people is sufficient. 
They are coining money for use at 
home, und the more of that money in 
circulation the more prosperous th 
inhabitants 
The United States should 


profit by the example of Mexico and 
adopt a monetary aystem that will ben- 
eflt our own country regardless of what 
European gold dealers may think of it. 


AK1ZONA AN1> STATEHOOD. 


A few years ago it was generally sup- 


posed that Arizona would forever re- 
main a Territory unless Congress ar- 
nexod it to some more favored locality, 
as it would never have sufficient popu- 
lation or taxable property to entitle it 
to Statehood. It was pictured as the 
moat desolate region on the American 
continent, and only fit for Apaches 
and gila monsters to live in. Now it 
demands Statehood lor the following 
reasons: Tt has under 
cultivation 


1,000,000 acres of land; it has 1,-XX) miles 
of irrigating canals, 1,200 miles of rail- 
road and 1,700,000 acres of pine forests; 
it has $15,000,000 invested in mining 
machinery, $20,000,000 invested in live 
stock, $10,000,000 in general merchan- 
dise, $10,000,000 in canal construction, 
$25,000,000 of annual products, $80,000,- 
000 of taxable property and only $800,- 
000 indebtedness, and, last, but not 
least, 80,000 enterprising people. 


Who, under such conditions, will say 


that Arizona is not entitled to admis- 
sion as a Sovereign State? No one ex 
cept the Eastern politicans who fear 
that the admission of silver-producing 
States will give the advocates of silver 
re-nouetization control of the United 
States Senate.

A number of delegates favored or 


ganizing a new party with the money 
question as the sole issue, leaving the 
way open for affiliation not only with 
the People's Party, but the six million 
who refused to vote at the late elec 
tions, but the majority believed the 
course finally agreed upon to be th 
better policy in the coming Congres 
sional elections. 


The conference recommended tha 


the Bimetallic League urgently sugges' 
to the friends of silver everywhere tha' 
they support for the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress only candidates who will pledge 
themselves to the following action in 
case of election: That they enter into 
no caucus restraining them from voting 
in accordance with their pledges, bul 
unite with others favoring free coinage 
at a ratio of 16 to 1, and the issue of 
paper by the Government exclusively 
and oppose the issue of bonds to buy 
gold. 


The conference recommends that 


silver leagues every where be organized 
with a view to controlling the election 
of members of Congress and State 
Legislatures; also that during the Win- 
;er two silver conventions be held, one 
in the South and the other in Des 
Moines, Iowa.

ional banks at lace value as a basis of 
sirculating notes " 


The Clearing-house Association of 


Seattle, though H. W. Wheeler, Presi- 
dent of the Commercial Bank, and J. 
Slliott, President of the First Na- 
ional Bank of Los Angeles, offer sug- 
gestions as to the amendment of the 
National Banking laws. 


The Chaml er of Commerce of San 


Francisco affirms the advantages of bi- 
metallism on a proper differential basis 
n the values of silver and gold, and 
adopts the following resolutions, which 
are transmitted to the committee: 


Resolved, That this chamber respect- 


ully urges upon Congress tbe enact- 
ment of a law calling in all paper cir- 
ulation below the denomination of $10, 
and that the coinage of gold bere-

The Prevalent Sheet* Light on the Situ- 


ation. 


As promised in his general message 


at the opening of Congress, the Presi- 
dent has sent to that body a special 
message on the Hawaiian situation. 
He says right and justice should de- 
termine the path to be followed. If 
National honesty is to be disregarded 
and desire for territorial extension or 
dissatisfaction with a form of govern- 
ment different from our own is to reg- 
ulate our conduct, he has entirely mis- 
apprehended the mission and character 
of our Government, and the behavior 
which the people demand of their pub- 
lic servants. 


He recites the history of the Hawaiian 


revolution and quotes copiously from 
the official reports of Minister Stevens 
to our Government before the estab- 
lishment of the Provisional Government 
in Hawaii to 
prove that Minister 


Stevens was in favor'of subverting the 
Monarchy. By order of this Minister, 
i detachment of marines from the 
Qnited States steamer Boston, with two 
pieces of artillery, were landed in Hon- 
olulu. The men were supplied with 
double cartridge belts filled with am- 
munition and were aceompanied by 
the hospital corps with stretchers and 
medical supplies. This demonstration 
he considered of itself an act of war. 
He believes a candid and thorough ex- 
amination of the facts will force the 
conviction that the Provisional Gov- 
ernment owes its existence to this 
armed 
invasion. 
The Queen sur- 


rendered not to the Provisional Gov- 
ernment, but to the United States. 
The surrender was not absolute or per- 
manent, but temporarily and condi- 
tionally, until such time as facts could 
be considered by the United States. 


The instructions to Minister Willis 


were not to restore the Queen, but to 
andeavor to establish the relations 
existing when the United States troops 
landed. The Minister was to secure 
imnesty for those 'who participated in 
establishing the Provisional Govern- 
-nent. The Queen would not accede to 
chose terms. 


The report of Blount and all the 


sorrespondence and instructions be- 
tween the Department of State and 
-Minister Willis is submitted with the 
message, and the President says he 
will be gratified tp co-operate in any 
legislative plan which may be devised 
for the solution of' the problem, which 
is consistent with American uonor, in- 
tegrity and morality. 


The message, especially the instruc- 


tions given Minister Willis, places the 
Administration in a much more favor- 
ible light than that in which it has 
been shown by Congressmen and the 
aewspapers. 
No attempt 
has been 


made to use American troops to re- 
store the Monarchy; in fact the terms 
proposed to the Queen are not at all 
acceptable to her dusky majesty and 
her advisors.

Hundred Pounds of Amalgam. 


Three prospectors found 500 pounds 


of amalgam while digging in tho lot of 
Mr. Newman on Pike Street, Dayton last 
week. The amalgam is worth at least $12 
a pound. Two of the lucky finders had 
just returned from the northern part 
of the State and evidently knew of the 
amalgam being concealed at the place 
where they unearthed it. 


The finding of this amalgam brings 


up old-time reminiscences in this place, 
says the Times, and it is not very hard 
to account for how the amalgam got 
there. 
Some seventeen or eighteen 


years ago there lived in Dayton a man 
named Jim Laird, who was then em- 
ployed 
in 
the Birdsall (now the 


Douglass) mill. Laird lived in a small 
house that stood where 'Manly John- 
son's residence now is, just back of 
Mrs. Newman's house. He was arrested 
while working for Birdsall, charged 
with stealing bullion and 
amalgam 


from the mill, and a considerable 
quantity of the material was found in 
the cellar and under the floors of his 
house. 


As it was supposed that most of the 


material had been recovered Birdsall 
did not prosecute Laird, but he was 
told to leave the place, and he did so, 
going north 
to Sheephead Springs 


where it was known he resided for some 
time, and where he may yet be for al 
that is known. Putting the two oc- 
currences together, it indicates that 
Mr. Birdsall did not find all the amal- 
gam that Laird got away with, and thai 
Laird gave Miller and his friend a 
pointer about the balance cached in 
the privy vault, and they came and dug 
it up. Miller was here about a year 
ago and tried to rent' Mrs. Newman's 
house at that time, but for some reason 
he did not make the riffle.
